Candidate Taft W rites an Artlola Ex* 
pressing His Views. 
New 
York, 
June 
23.—Secretary 
W illiam H. Taft has written an article 
on his conception of the presidency 
for 
the 
current 
issue of Collier’s 
Weekly. 
In part, he says: 
"In four years that I have been a 
m em ber of the cabinet I have become 
familiar enough with the responsibili­ 
ties and the burdens of the presidency 
to know that no man can afford unduly 
to seek that great office. 
If he is a t­ 
tracted by honor and power alone, 
without the hope of being useful, he 
is unworthy of the honor and unfit for 
the use of the power. 
He m ust pre­ 
fer, for the sake of his own peace of 
mind, never to be president to being 
a poor president. 
Confident th a t the 
platform on which he stands 13 for 
the hest interests of the nation, he 
Is untrue to himself and his support­ 
ers if he does not fight valiantly for 
election after he accepts the leader­ 
ship. 
But, of course, he m ust draw 
the line at any compact which will 
not leave him free of promises and of 
the control of any factions. 
"The president’s duties, clearly out­ 
lined, by th e .Constitution, have grown 


broader in their interpretation, with 
the growth of the country. 
He should 
be in the prime of years, health and 
vigor. 
The capacity for hard work is 
a better equipm ent than genius in 
m astering the essentials of all the de­ 
partm ents of the government and un­ 
dergoing the strain of countless in­ 
terviews. 
"From W ashington he may learn no­ 
bility, fortitude 
and 
forthrightness. 
Lincoln's life and speeches must be 
his source of Inspiration when he is 
misunderstood and he has to say to 
himself ‘Patience and cheer.' 
It Is 
easier since we had Llm'oln than it 
was before to be a good president. He 
■et a standard. 
"It remained for Roosevelt to prove 
how the people will respond to a 
strong and true leadership when the 
hour has come for great reforms. The 
policies which he inaugurated m ust 
be continued and developed, and they 
are the policies of the people. 
For 
that reason his successor may disre­ 
gard any charge of lack of originality 
if he does not m ake an entirely new 
programme of his own. 
"A president at this time has work 
before him, d ea rly defined. 
The en­ 
forcement of the law equally against 
high and low, the powerful and the 
weak, should be his first thought The 
danger to our country from laxity or 
favoritism in this is the greatest one 
we have to face. The conservation 
of our national resources and their de­ 
velopment for the uses of all, along 
the lines of equal opportunity, too, 
m ust command hts immediate atten ­ 
tion.’’

GAS TO PROPEL WARSHIPS. 


Lewis Nixon Says It W ill Bs Motive 
Poyver 
tbs future. 
“Battleships of tile future will use 
gas as motive power,” said Lewis 
Nixon, the shipbuilder and naval ex 
pert, the other day. 
Mr. Nixon, who 
recently returned to New York from 
England, was commenting on a report 
from London that the admiralty had 
given orders that a 19,500 ton battle­ 
ship, the St. Vincent, should be so 
equipped as to make it dependent 
wholly on gas for motor power. 
“England is ahead of the world in 
this m atter.” said Mr. Nixon. 
“The 
gas motlvized battleship will be much 
more economical and efficient than the 
steam battleship. 
The lighter, more 
9ompa£t joachfiieey will pave JwtL 
space and weight. 
A smaller and in­ 
ferior quality of coal can also be used 
The big battleships will carry coal gas 
producers and generate the gas from 
the coal.” 
Mr. Nixon* recently prepared a design 
for a gas motlvized battleship of 30,000 
horsepower. It had triple screws, with 
twelve cylinders 30 by 80 Inches on 
each shaft.

Pries* T h at Ruled In P aris D uring tha 
Siege of 1870. 
The following Interesting statement 
of the prices that were paid for food 
during the siege of 1870 is taken ver­ 
bally out of the journal of n French 
officer stationed in Pai ls at the time: 
“Toward the middle of October we 
had to make up our mind to sacrifice 
the animals of the zoological garden. 
The elephants and many other beasts 
were bought by M. Debos, the owner 
of the English meat shop In Av. 
Friendland. The meat of the elephants 
was sold from $10 to $12 a kilogram

cording to the opinion recently ex­ 
pressed to 11 W ashington correspond­ 
ent of the New York Times by Dr. 
William A. White, superintendent of 
the Governm ent Hospital For the In- 
saue at 
W ashington. 
This crusade, 
whicb Mr. Phipps’ large donation has 
made possible, will not rest content 
with the establishm ent of a regular 
clinic In connection with the univer­ 
sity hospital. 
As explained by 
Dr 
White, the diagnosis of Insanity Is al­ 
ready on a scientific basis, as much so 
as other branches of medicine. 
The 
radical departure that will now 1« In­ 
augurated will lie In seeking out cases 
of Incipient insanity and submitting 
the sufferers to treatm ent of a pre­ 
ventive nnture.

The uni­ 
versal criticism that has been directed 
at public schools for unduly forcing 
children into prem ature study of Lat­ 
in, Greek and m athem atics has already 
directed the attention of scientists to 
this quarter. 
The erection of the new ward at the 
hospital will make it possible for cases 
that w arrant it—and the experts in­ 
tend to take up the treatm ent of cases 
as soon as the signs are definitely diag* 
nosed—to be brought at once under 
system atic treatm ent.
